scriptions and Belles Lettres. Soon after this event, 
this learned company assigned to him Fauriel’s 
place in the Committee of the Histoire Littéraire de 
la France. You may find valuable notices from 
his pen in the twenty-first, twenty-second, and 
twenty-third volumes of this history. His notices 
are upon medieval physicians, glossographers, 
novels, poems, and other branches of Troubadours’ 
poetry. Nine years before he was elected as M. 
Fauriel’s successor, that is, in 1836 he made his 
first appearance in the “Revue des Deux Mondes.” 


In 1855 he was appointed one of the writers of the | 


“Journal des Savants,” to which he proved a fre- 
quent contributor. He has ever since 1852 contri- 
buted a great many literary articles to the “ Journal 
des Débats.” He was one of the earliest contribu- 
tors to the ‘‘ Revue Germanique,” a periodical 
founded by M. Nefftzer,a German gentleman long 
and favorably known here as one of the editors of 
*La Presse,” and now as the chief editor of “ Le 
Temps,” and by M. Dollfus, a wealthy member of 
the eminent manufacturing firm of Mulhausen, in 
Alsace, to introduce to Frenchmen the advance in 
letters Germany continually makes, wild as her 
wanderings frequently are. M. Littré contributed 
to this magazine some poetical translations of Schil- 
ler, which he made as long ago as 1823-24. M. 
Sainte-Beuve, speaking of these metrical versions, 
says: “ Like the scholars of the sixteenth century, 
M. Littré knows everything, does everything. Poetry 
is only one of the very lightest forms of his applica- 
tion; it is one of the rare recreations he allows 
himself; it is the mark of the amateur in his char- 
acter.” All these literary excursions (if, indeed, a 
word associated with ideas of fugitive, pleasure- 
seeking jaunts may be applied to arduous labor 
successfully prosecuted) were made without detri- 
ment to his standing in the medical profession. 
Far otherwise! When M. Bailliére (no incompe- 
tent judge, for he has been above thirty years the 
leading publisher of medical works on the Conti- 
nent) determined to bring out a new edition of 
Nysten’s “ Dictionnaire de Médecine, de Chirurgie,” 
which has for long been his property, he asked M. 
Littré to edit it. A strange story is connected with 
thisedition. It was used during the recent election 
held by the French Academy to militate against M. 
Littré’s election. An anonymous pamphlet was 
thrust under every door charging M. Littré with 
palming upon the medical profession his own crude, 
shallow ideas and immature knowledge for those of 
Nysten—a name possessing great geight of authority 
for knowledge and judgment. So the Academy was 
called upon to reject him for an infidel and a knave! 
M. Littréaknave! Such are the extremities to which 
passion flies in her moments of frenzy! The truth 
of his connection with the Dictionary has been told 
by M. Sainte-Beuve in a few words. M. Baillitre 
had Nysten’s Dictionnaire radically changed, and 
he wished to drop even Nysten’s name, since no- 
thing whatsoever of this medical man remained in 
the book, except the original idea of such a publi- 
cation and the form in which it appeared. M. 
Littré successfully opposed this change of title. 

No!” said he, “ you must leave the name of the 
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| first editor upon the title-page. We must not obli- 
| terate all traces of those men who have gone before 
/us.” M. Bailliére yielded to M. Littré’s earnest 
delicacy and respect for the grave. M. Littré next 
| edited and annotated Mueller’s great work on Physi- 
ology and wrote for ita preface. He had previously 
announced the publication of Mueller’s book in 
Germany by an essay “ De la Physiologie,” which 
appeared in the “ Revue des Deux Mondes” (April 
| 15,1846). The essay and the edition (which ap- 
peared in 1851) commanded the applause of the 
medical world here. He brought out in 1853 a 
second edition of the translation of Strauss’ “ Life 
of Jesus,” which first appeared in 1839. The second 
| edition was augmented by a labored preface which 
was written to demonstrate what he called the law 
of religions, and in which he only showed how 
foolish wise men become when they would explore 
regions which man cannot so much as enter. The 
Scriptures are filled with consolatory and profound 
reflections, but it may, perhaps, be said that the 
| canon does not contain a more consoling or a deeper 
reflection than the familiar text: “ Except ye make 
yourselves as little children, ye shall not enter the 
kingdom of heaven.” All of His children are equal 
in our Father’s eye; the ploughboy is in no wise 
‘inferior to Newton when both would contemplate 
'the way to salvation. It is a striking commentary 
upon man’s dull comprehension of spiritual things 
to see that, while every person knows that the 
mightiest monarch shrinks with the beggar into a 
common equality of corruption and impotence as 
soon as they enter the chambers of Death, so many 
educated persons should be found ready to be- 
lieve that the monarch of the intellectual world is 
able to make the doctrine of Final Causes his own 
subject. I shall believe it when I see Cesar sweep 
into the realms of Death with the majesty and port 
which awed Roman slaves, and command with his 
sceptre and purple acts of homage from the grisly 
king who there holds his dusky court. 

In the interval between these two editions Au- 
guste Comte had poisoned M. Littré’s mind. I use 
the term poisoned advisedly, for I remember that 
M. Littré has described himself, at the appearance 
of the first edition of his translation of Strauss’ 
shallow work, as a sceptic, and as having in the 
time which passed away before the appearance of 
the second edition advanced to “a stable doctrine ;” 
and I hold the ancient’s opinion. You remember 
that Plutarch says: “It is better to believe in no 
god at all than to believe in a god marred with 
every low vice. It is better to disbelieve altogether 
in Jupiter than to believe in a drunken, licentious, 
thieving Jupiter.” You may immediately proceed 
to write what you please on virgin vellum; the 
labor is greatly increased when, before writing a 
line, you are first obliged to efface the grotesque 
figures with which the vellum is covered. Gro- 
tesque indeed were the figures which Auguste Comte 
traced on M. Littré’s mind. They were the pig- 
ments of “ La Philosophie Positive.” Never syren 
fascinated more completely an unwary traveller 
than this dreamer fascinated M. Littr6. The latter 
called the former master, literally sat at his feet, 
received for mysteries above the reach of ordinary 

|mortals the drivelling of the master, and when he 
stumbled into good sense the scholar exaggerated 
{the meaning and, like the monomaniacal commen- 
| tators of Shakspeare, spun endless conclusions from 
|it. This association with Auguste Comte has been 
| extremely prejudicial to M. Littré; for the former 
| has not the advantage of distance of time and that 
historical elevation which lapse of years almost al- 
ways confers, and which give venerable airs to a 
great many madmen and fools whose lucubrations 
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are preserved in libraries. We people here all 
knew Auguste Comte. 
all science marrying his chambermaid, teaching her 
her letters, or at least revealing to her the myste- 
ries of orthography, and living as docile a husband 
as any old bachelor portrayed by Paul de Kock as 
in the dependence of his cook. We saw this mighty 
genius living in shabby narrow lodgings in a cheap 
street, surrounded by and enjoying the company of 
carpenters and cabinet-makers, cobblers and tailors, 
who credulously gaped from the time he told how 
he was going to reform the globe and all things on 
it, until he handed around the cracked cup for the 
sous which were to keep him from starving, until 
the day came whereon he would efface poverty from 
the world. We saw this gigantic intellect jeered 
by the Academy of Sciences when he attempted to 
teach Cauchy, Arago, de Lionville, and Biot mathe- 
matics, and succeed only in teaching them that he 
was singularly ignorant of his own profession—-for 
he was by profession a mathematician, which science 
he taught at the Polytechnic School. When we 
saw M. Littré taking his seat with edifying humility 
amid these beggars and illiterate mechanics, he 
being almost the only educated man among them, 
we smiled, and could not help associating him with 
those old women who nail horseshoes under the 
sill of their door to keep off evil spirits, or who 
carry a chicken’s lucky bone in their pocket to as- 
sure their stumbling on a wallet filled with bank- 
notes. We thought, if you will pardon so vulgar 
an illustration, there was “‘a screw loose” some- 
where with him; we always kept on our guard lest 
the machine should fly to pieces, blow up, or run 
off the track. His association with Auguste Comte 
has disserved him repeatedly. 

In 1848 he translated in a very creditable man- 
ner Pliny the Elder for the collection of Latin 
authors (translated) then published under the 
superintendence of M. Nisard. In 1857, he, to- 
gether with M. Paulin (the well-known publisher, 
whose editions of M. Thiers’ histories have made 
his name familiar wherever a French book is read), 
edited Armand Carrel’s “ Giuvres Politiques et Lit- 
téraires.” 

But M. Littré’s surest title to long memory among 
men is his investigation into the history of the 
French Language. His appointment to a place 
upon the Committee of the Literary History of 
France (in the Academy of Inscriptions and Belles- 
Lettres) gave him a taste for medieval lore; an 
explorer by temperament he became deeply inter- 
ested in those obscure epochs of history, each day 
increased his partiality for those dark periods, and 
in course of time he was led to determine to write 
a Dictionary of the French Language which he saw 
rise, bubble by bubble, in the heart of those old 
forests. He was first led to examine all the sys- 
tems of the German philologists. The result of 
these labors was published in the ‘Journal des 
Savants.” They have since been collected and 
published in two volumes which are entitled: 
“Etudes Historiques sur la Langue Frangaise.” 
They are able essays. Then he began to publish his 
“Dictionary of the French Language.” I beg per- 
mission to resign my pen to M. Sainte-Beuve that 
he may describe this Dictionary to you and com- 

are it with the Dictionaries of the French Academy. 
You will smile at the pin thrusts with which as it 
were by the way he pricks M. Villemain and M. 
Patin:— 


“T say the two Dictionaries; for the Academy | 
has the ordinary Dictionary which contains the | 


words and their legitimate meaning in common use 
during the last two centuries and a half and in 
our day; and the Academy has begun an histori- 
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| cal dictionary which seeks for the terms and words 
of our language as far back as may be, and follows 
them by a series of uninterrupted examples duri 
the whole of their life, in all of their vicissitudes, 
The last edition of the ordinary Dictionary appeared 
in 1835, and it is high time to review and re-touch 
it, for, as M. Littré observes, neologism is constantly 
at work, there is some mending to be done every 
five-and-twenty or every fifty years in language ag 
in every fluctuating institution which depends upon 
the state of society. Every day some leaves fall 
from the branches of the venerable trunk; others 
grow; but, notwithstanding what Horace says, 
those which have fallen will grow verdant no more, 
As for the historical Dictionary of the Academy the 
public know little of it except what they saw in the 
first number which has been published and was 
favorably received, but which was looked upon 
merely as a pledge, or as handsel money. It is 
sensible from the way it is executed and conceived 
that the beauty of examples sometimes seduce the 
editor to excursions whose length varies with the 
nature of the subjects. One is sometimes literally 
in a garden of examples, and the divisions, the 
borders increase and multiply as the harvest of 
quotations happens to be more or less abundant 
and happy. They obey the examples much more 
than the examples obey them. M. Littré, who has 
not before him time and space as the Academy, has 
formed a very exact, complex, but limited plan, in 
which everything is pressed and condensed, and 
where he allows himself no digression, no excess of 
latitude. He gives, in the first place, the pronun- 
ciation, the grammatical explanation of the word, 
then its actual meanings, confirmed and demon- 
strated by examples of classical or modern authors, 
by short phrases, none of which is a repetition of 
the other. It is only after having exhausted these 
meanings and acceptations of present usage that he 
touches on the history of the word from the ele- 
venth or twelfth century to the sixteenth, and here, 
too, he selects a series of incontestable and sifted 
examples, excluding everything but that which is 
absolutely necessary ; he is not the man who would 
go a single step out of his way to gather a bud. 
He terminates the article with the etymology, a por- 
tion of the subject in which he excels, in which he 
has his own particular method, his own touchstone, 
and where he does not grope as his predecessors 
did. He is, in this last portion of the subject, in- 
comparably superior to the Academy, which must 
hereafter profit by his labors, if not by his method. 
The Academy has a great many more historical ex- 
amples; in this regard it is richer, and its riches 
are more amazing. M. Littré is superior to it by 
_the precision and by the topic of his selections. 
One feels (as in Johnson’s great Dictionary) that 
one single hand has selected the ears of wheat and 
made the sheaf. The sheaf in his Dictionary is 
rather dense and compact to the sight, where it 
appears rather loose in the historical Dictionary of 
the Academy. There could not be a more dissimi- 
jlar method; concision on one side, diffusion on 
the other. Let any one who would edify himself 
read the two prefaces published at the head of the 
two Dictionaries! In one, M. Littré’s, everything is 
regulated, foreseen, weighty, and sententious; you 
advance from law to law, you are in the historical 
philosophy of language. And as for the form, it is 
granite and cement. In the other—I do not speak 
of the old preface, published at the head of the 
Dictionary of 1835, written by the Perpetual Secre- 
tary (M. Villemain), an elegant and fragile preface 
| —but I speak of the preface to the historical Die- 
tionary (written by M. Patin), which is scarcely five 
' years old—what do we find? The writer sets out 
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from Horace, the invariable point of departure, the 
alpha and the omega of men of taste; the writer 
begins and ends with Horace, and in the interval the 
writer, an intelligent and polished gentleman, who 
expresses himself in an easy but rather drawling 
prose, makes an instructive review and journey ; he 
does not once go beyond a delicate empiricism. 
One finds it hard to believe that both persons speak 
of the same subject, and write on the same theme. 
For, of a truth, the things and the work were looked 
on and conceived in a different spirit. Oh! if I 
did not restrain what a pretty comparison I could 
draw between M. Patin, the writer of the preface of 
the Academy’s Dictionary, and M. Littré; an oppo- 
sition of their two minds, of their qualities, of their 
attemper! Can’t you see from where you stand 
the parallel and the antithesis? M. Patin, a man 
of taste, with all his delicacy, but with all his 
effeminacy too, and with all the weakness and 
negligence which attend or suit with that word. 
M. Littré, a man of science, of method, of compari- 
son, of argument, of vigor, and even of rigor. The 
former of a gentle, easy-going temperament, early 
kneaded with the pulp of antiquity ; then nourished 
with the bread of strong men of every sort, with 
the generous juices of doctrines, all spring and all 
nerve. I and some of my friends indulged in a 
pleasant dream. Instead of opposing one to the 
other, instead of instituting between authors or 
works a parallel and a contrast which is hencefor- 
ward inevitable, and of which the public will be 
anything but an indulgent judge, I desired to unite, 
to melt together, to combine the advantages without 
the defects. The Dictionaries being really different, 
and the great historical Dictionary of the French 
Academy scarcely begun, I and several others said 
that the Academy and M. Littré might very well, 
and without embarrassing each other in the least, 
become profitable to each other. That which pre- 
dominates in the Academy, and which is styled by 
the fleeting name taste, that which is sometimes 
produced and flashes in hap-hazard and amiably 
free-and-easy conversations might be not altogether 
useless to the severe but rather absolute mind of 
M. Littré. And especially the intellect of a new 
member, rigorous, exact, and more learned (without 
flattery), more sure of his knowledge in these mat- 
ters than we of the Academy generally are, might 
have been to us of use and dailyassistance. Alas! 
it was written that this should be only a dream, 
and that no author—I mean author of authority— 
of a Dictionary should ever belong to the French 
Academy. The Academy in ancient times expelled 
Furetiére for having ventured to undertake such 
rivalry; it refused to admit the learned Ménage, 
who likewise was guilty of the same crime. It has 
refused M. Littré. This enables the profane mali- 
cious te say that men are not insensible, even in 
companies composed of excellently well-bred folks, 
to something like professional jealousy. I and 
some others were desirous of averting this disagree- 
able rumor, Butwhat could wedo? The question 
of atheism came up very opportunely (Dens ex 
machina) to disarrange and embarrass—or relieve— 
every conscience. M. Littré’s Dictionary advances 
rapidly ; number follows number. We may even 
bow say the work is completed; at all events the 
manuscript as far as the letter P is ready for the 
printer, and the whole will be finished by the end of 
1865, In four, or, at most, in five years the public 
Will possess the whole work.” 

As you may readily imagine, M. Littré accom- 
Plishes an enormous quantity of labor every day— 
orrather every four-and-twenty hours, for his heavi- 
est tasks are performed at night. His day is filled 
With examination of authorities at the great libra- 
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ries, in winter with his duties as a member of the 
Academy of Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres, of the 
Academy of Medicine, and of the several other 
Academies to which he belongs; in summer with 
gratuitous medical advice among his poor neighbors, 
although, profound as is his medical knowledge, he 
never prescribes in a grave case unless he has a 
physician, the graduate of some authorized faculty, 
with him. He modestly dines at half-past six 
o’clock, and as soon as the meal is ended he begins 
to work. He labors until late at night; since he 
has been preparing the manuscript of his Dictionary 
for the press, that is, for the last five years, he has 
never gone to bed before three o’clock in the morn- 
ing. He rises about nine o’clock A.M. He labors 
with his wife and daughter by his side until they 
retire, and their conversation, carried on in a low 
tone, does not disturb him. He has for many years 
lived in very humble and contracted lodgings in 
the Rue de l’Ouest, No. 48. M. Michelet lives a 
few doors below him. M. Renan lives hard by, M. 
Jouffroy, the sculptor, lives at no great distance, 
and immediately around the first corner lives M. 
Sainte-Beuve. The beautiful garden of the Luxem- 
bourg lies in front of his windows. As soon as the 
lilac begins to bloom he and his family quit Paris 
for the country. His rural retreat is even more 
modest than his town residence; it is an humble 
cottage at Mesnil-le-Roi (not far from Maisons Laf- 
fitte), and about twelve miles from Paris on the 
Rouen railway. He lives there just as he lives in 
town; but every year he takes a holiday of one 
month, when he lets “ Euclid rest and Archimedes 
pause,” and he hies to the sea-shore with his family. 
This vacation is always an absolute rest from books; 
but for this annual breathing time he must long 
ago have succumbed to his life of labor; as it is, 
his constitution has been greatly impaired. He 
confesses he has no talents except, perhaps, for 
languages, and he pretends to be a slow worker, 
but M. Sainte-Beuve declares that “despite all he 
says his facility is great. His best articles are 
those he has thrown off in one piece. Iam told 
that among the numerous articles by which he con- 
tributed to the ‘ Dictionnaire de Médecine,’ in 30 
vols., the article “Coeur” was dictated by him toa 
secretary in a night’s sitting.” Such is in faint 
outline a very extraordinary man, who has already 
accomplished a great deal, notwithstanding all the 
shackles poverty gyved him with, notwithstanding 
the loss in mere mechanical labor in a daily news- 


| paper office of those golden hours of early manhood, 


when the brain seethes with ideas, and the heart feels 
capable of any labor let it be never so Herculean. 
If his life be spared he will, after terminating his 
Dictionary, give us some still noble works. Keep 
youreyeon him. Read whatever comes from his pen. 

An interesting discovery has been made in Lon- 
don by M. Edouard Fournier. It is nothing less 
than seven volumes of manuscripts in Beaumar- 
chais’ handwriting, containing a manuscript of “Le 
Barbier de Seville,’’ a manuscript of “La Mere 
Coupable,” with a great many variantes in Beau- 
marchais’ own writing, a manuscript of “Le Faux 
Ami,” which Beaumarchais subsequently brought 
out as “ Les Deux Amis ;’”’ nine or ten pieces never 
heard of before, consisting of comedies (one in three 
acts), operas, comiques, etc.; and there was be- 
sides a volume of songs, a volume of literary cor- 
respondence, a volume of diplomatic correspondence, 
and a volume relating to the mysterious affair be- 
tween Beaumarchais and the Chevalier d’EKon. The 
French Comedy, which possesses in its archives a 
very extensive collection of Beaumarchais’ manu- 
scripts, at once purchased these seven volumes, and 
they are now here.

While I record this rescue of interesting literary 
treasures from ruin, I lament to state that literature 
has recently met with great, perhaps irreparable 
losses. The ignoble Russian soldiery, led on by 
officers who sullied the sword and the epaulettes 
of the military profession, destroyed invaluable 
literary treasures while sacking the Zamoyski 
palace and house at Warsaw. Prince Thaddeus 
Lubomirski, well known as the author of several 
valuable works on early Polish history, was living 
in the Zamoyski palace. He was, and has long 
been, engaged in preparing a new edition of the 
works of Dlugosz, or, as he is sometimes called, Dlu- 
gossius or Longinus, and had collected around him 
from all of his noble acquaintances the most cele- 
brated manuscript copies of these works. These 
copies were in every instance magnificently illu- 
wminated. Prince Thaddeus Lubomirski likewise 
had with him the best numismatic collection to be 
found in Poland. A huge bonfire was kindled by 
this degraded soldiery (who have sullied Russia’s 
escutcheon with a stain which will never be effaced 
from it), and into it these priceless manuscripts and 
these valuable coins were thrown as if they were 
mere trash. Unfortunately Prince Thaddeus Lubo- 
mirski was not the only person who lost literary 
treasures by this ignoble deed. Professor Kowalew- 
ski had collected during the five-and-thirty years 
he had spent in Kazan, Siberia, on the Chinese fron- 
tier, and in Pekin, a most rare library of Oriental 
manuscripts and books, and for five-and-thirty 
years he had made notes of his studies and reflec- 
tions, which he intended ultimately to wield to- 
gether into one great compact work. All these 
treasures likewise were thrown into the bonfire. 
Professor Kowalewski was a comrade, a near friend 
of Mickiewicz, the eminent Polish poet, at the Uni- 
versity of Wilna; together they were arrested and 
lodged in gaol for the heinous crime of belonging to 
a student’s society for the cultivation of the Polish 
language and literature. He is the “Joseph” 
(which is his Christian name) of the drama in 
which Mickiewicz has depicted the agony of the 
Polish students during the reign of Alexander I. 
While Mickiewicz was exiled to the Crimea, Kowa- 
lewski was exiled to Siberia. Here he soon made 
himself master of the Siberian tongues.

There 
they have remained to regret that they and their

AUTHORS AT HOME. 
NatwHaniEL HawtTHorNE.—The opinion of the Lon- 
don “Reader” upon Mr. Hawthorne’s new work, 
called “Our Old Home,” published in London in 


two volumes, is exceedingly favorable. It says: 
“If, on the one hand, no American could have been 
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more welcome in England in the representative 
capacity in which he was sent hither, it is probable 
on the other hand, that America could have sent no 
one more thoroughly fitted to walk with meditative 
enjoyment over our English acres, note their pictur.

Argument and remonstrance are of no avail, and 
the only remedy applicable, in my judgment, is the 
speedy inauguration of a League composed of the 
Publishers and Booksellers of the country. 
Without at present attempting to explain the 
workings or particular advantages of such am of 
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ganization, I would suggest the calling of a meeting 
of the trade at once in this city, to discuss the 
question, and appoint committees to confer with 
the trade in other cities. 

I feel confident of the result, and am equally cer- 
tain that, if something is not very soon done in the 
matter, the retail book trade in this country will be 
placed in great peril.

Joun Howe’s Worxs.—Few men of the seven- 
teenth century lived to better purpose than John | 
Howe. At the age of twenty-seven, being in Lon- | 
don, he attended the Chapel of Whitehall, and the 
Protector was so impressed with the noble, intellec- 
tual physiognomy of the young man, that he sent | 
for him and requested him to preach. He excused | 
himself on the ground of his obligation to his parish, | 
and the Protector promised to write to them him- | 
self and obtain their acquiescence. Such was the | 
impression his preaching made that he was invested 
with the dignity of domestic chaplain to the Pro- 
tector (a place of quite as much political as eccle- | 
siastical influence), which he held till after the 
Protector’s death. He was a very voluminous 
writer, his published works being one hundred and 
sixty-eight in number, many of them quartos, be- 
sides numberless prefaces, introductions, \c. One 
edition of his works was prepared by himself in two 
volumes folio. Of these a new edition, in six vol- | 
umes 8vo., averaging nearly 500 pages each, has | 
just been published by the Religious Tract Society | 
of London, besides a seventh volume containing the 
author’s life and an analysis of his writings. It | 
argues well that a work of this character finds a | 
market, and we hazard little in saying that we can 
think of nothing that will impart a more vigorous 
and healthy tone to the religious sentiment of our 
times than familiarity with such writings as John 
Howe’s.

NOTES AND QUERIES, 

A Few Nores on Book-pinpinc.—There are some 
professed lovers of books who affect either indiffer- 
ence or contempt for the style in which their 
favorites are dressed. A well-known epigram of 
Burns is often quoted against the fondness for 
fine bindings which widely prevails, as well in 
the present day as in that of the Scottish poet. 
Yet no real book-lover fails to appreciate the neat- 
ness or beauty of a tasteful binding, any more 
than he is indifferent to the same qualities in 
literary style. Slovenly binding is almost as offen- 
sive toacultivated eye, as slovenly composition. No 
doubt both are “mere externals,” and so are the 
splendors of scenery, the beauty of flowers, and 
the comeliness of the human form or features. Talk 
as men will of the insignificance of dress, it consti- 


tutes a large share of the attractiveness of the world | 


we live in. Your Homer or your Shakspeare may 
be very dear to you in rags, or in a frowzy, greasy, 
rough leather binding; but if you tell me that it 
would not please you better to read it in a dress of 


fine, smooth French calf, or genuine Levant morocco, | 


1 shall respectfully but firmly decline to believe 
you. “Genius in rags” is genius still, but do the 
rags constitute any part of the genius ? 

It is pleasant to note the steady improvement in 
American bindings of late years: 
of “half-muslin boards,” with paper titles pasted 
on the backs, has given way to the neat, embossed, 
full muslin gilt, so the clumsy and homely sheep- 
skin binding has been supplanted by the half-roan 
or morocco, with marbled or muslin sides. Few 
books, however, are issued, either here or abroad, 
in what may be called permanent bindings. The 
cheapness demanded by the buyers of popular 
books forbids this, while it leaves to the taste and 
fancy of every one the selection of the “library 
style” in which he will have his collection perma- 
nently dressed. 

What is the best style of binding for a public 
library? is a question often discussed, with wide 
discrepancies of opinion. The so-universally-pre- 
valent cloth binding is too flimsy for books subjected 
to much use—as most books in public collections 
are likely to be. The choice of more substantial 


bindings lies between calf and morocco, and between | on the inside.

half or full bindings of either. For nearly all books, 
half binding, if well executed, is quite as durable 
as full leather; for, if a book is so worn as to need 
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| rebinding, it is generally in a part where the full 


binding wears out quite as fast as the other. The 
exceptions are the heavy dictionaries, encyclo- 
pedias, and other works of reference, which are 
subjected to much wear and tear at the sides, ag 
well as at the back and corners. The relative 
merits of calf and morocco may be thus stated: 
calf is smooth and pleasant to handle, gathers little 
dust, takes on a beautiful polish, and gives a light 
and cheerful aspect to the shelves of a library; 
while morocco has the superior advantage (if good 
leather) of more durability in wear, less liability to 
be disfigured by scratches and stains, and exemp- 
tion from that besetting sin of all calf bindings—a 
tendency to break at the “ joints.” 

In the Library of Congress, where the rule has 
always been to have every book substantially bound 
in leather, calf bindings have been disused of late 
years, except for law books, and half-morocco sub- 
stituted ; and the reason given is the great propor- 
tion of volumes bound in the former leather which 
show serious injury from attrition, or else bindings 
broken at the joints by constant opening, or the 
weight of supporting the contents. <A similar expe- 
rience is understood to have led to the abandon- 


| ment of calf bindings at the British Museum Library, 


where, moreover, Mr. Panizzi has adopted the plan 
of binding the several classes of books in differently 
colored morocco, e. g., history in red, botany in 
green, poetry in yellow, theology in blue, ete. This 
relieves the library from the sombre aspect which 
the use of a monotonous dark morocco would give. 
The system of binding pamphlets singly, so as to 
make a volume of each, instead of conglomerating 
them ten or a dozen ina volume, was first employed 
on an extensive scale at the British Museum. The 
style of binding is “half roan,” or with a back of 
colored sheep-skin, with muslin sides, and the 
expense was stated by Mr. Panizzi, in 1848, at 20d. 
per pamphlet. The cost is understood to have been 
reduced about one half, and the expense is now 
eighteen to twenty cents for this style of binding at 
the Museum Library. But the merit of discovering 
a method by which pamphlets can be separately 
bound, at no greater cost than by the old method, 
belongs to the conductors of the Boston Public 
Library in this country. This plan, the simplicity 
and economy of which commend it to all libraries, 
has been lately adopted by the Boston Atheneum 
for its very rich collection of pamphlets, and its use 
must extend far more widely as its merits become 
|known. As no patent is claimed for the invention 
(or rather the modification of well-known methods) 
it may be briefly described. The thinnest tar-board 
| is used for the sides, which are cut down to near 
' the size of the pamphlet to be bound. The latter 
lis prepared for the boards by adding two or more 
| waste leaves, and backing it with a strip of common 
‘muslin, which is firmly pasted the full length of 
‘the back, and overlaps the sides to the width of an 
‘inch or more. The pamphlet has to be stitched, im 
the manner commonly practised with thin books, 
| after which it is ready to receive the boards. These 
|are glued to a strip of book-muslin, which consti- 
‘tutes the ultimate back of the book, being turned 
| in neatly at each end, so as to form, with the boards, 
|a skeleton cover, into which the pamphlet is in- 
| serted, and held in its place by the inner strip 
muslin before described, which is pasted to the in- 
‘sides of the boards. The latter are then covered

Independent of its intrinsic merit and interest, 
Irving’s “ Sketch-Book” will ever hold an endeared 
and select place in the regard of his countrymen, 
as the first literary production whose finish and 
flavor secured it a standard rank abroad as well as 
at home. It is associated most honorably and 
charmingly with the dawn of our native literature, 
and now that death has canonized its author’s 
name in the temple of Letters, we turn to it as a 
precious memorial. No prose work of American 
origin could, therefore, be selected so appropriately 
to receive the embellishments of art and the luxu- 
rious mechanical execution of the highest style of 
book-craft. It is a beautiful tribute that Irving’s

American publisher has thus paid to his memory, 
in undertaking to bring out the work which esta- 
blished his fame, with all the graces of artistic 
illustration.

The plan Few song writers were more gifted than Heine; 


no translator is more competent to reproduce him 
in English than Mr. Leland. The book will be 
welcomed by everybody who is fond of sparkling 
thought and musical versification. It would re- 
quire a volume to analyze the characteristics of 
Heine, and descant upon all the peculiarities both 
of his prose and poetry. The contents of this 
volume are classified into Dream-Pictures, Songs, 
Romances, Sonnets, Fresco Sonnets to Christian &., 
Lyrical Intermezzo, The Homeward Journey, The 
Hartz Journey, The North Sea. The metre of the 
original has not been departed from, except in a 
single instance, and we have, consequently, a re- 
markable variety of versification. The grace, bril- 
liancy, and imaginativeness of these productions 
are inimitable, and humor and irony give point to 
the sentiments. None of the stale platitudes are 
found here; on the contrary, we trace everywhere 
the bold, shrewd, free thought of one who trusted 
to his own individuality, and rated the world at 
just what, in his diversified experience, he had 
found it tobe. The volume has been handsomely 
prepared, and it is an admirable illustration of Mr.

This appears to be a young lady’s first book, and 
she prefaces it so humbly that the critic has to do 
his duty gently. The Poems are not devoid of 
talent, but they are sometimes commonplace, and 
frequently careless. A little attention would have 
avoided such rhymes as wear and star, Czar and 
Shah, land and bands, guns and Washington, Colum- 
bia and star, dead and treads, tells and fell, stand and 
man, fane and came, waved and grave, some and gun, 
breathes and deaves, all occurring in the first poem, 
which is a rhapsody about the war. There is 
scarcely a page without bad rhymes. The poems 
entitled “Gauffre Rudel,” “Our Holy Days,” and 
“ A Girl’s Sorrow” are good enough to make us hope 
that Miss Knowles has ability to write well, by and 
by. 

Alice of Monmouth, an Idyl of the Great War, with 
other Poems. By Edmund C. Stedman. pp. 151. 
New York: Carleton. 

Mr. Stedman is not a voluminous writer of poe- 
try, but whatever is produced by him is always 
well thought and well executed. He is possessed 
of much force, a bright fancy, and a command of 
good pure English words. There isa great diversity 
of versification displayed in the principal poem of 
the volume as well as in the miscellaneous pieces. 
There are indications of a close study of the best 
masters of verse, and we everywhere meet with a 
pervading neatness and finish of composition. In 
“Alectryon’’ we have the classic element beauti- 
fully and congruously developed ; in “Refuge in 
Nature” we have a deep reflective vein, akin to 
that of “Thanatopsis,” and searcely inferior to it ; 
in “ Peter Stuyvesant’s New Year’s Call,” we have 
a humorous ballad-like production; the three 
poems being radically different from each other, 
yet exhibiting in each a mastery in the department 
towhich it belongs. We refer to them as varied 
illustrations of the adaptability and power which 
Mr. Stedman has brought to bear upon the more 
lengthy poem, “ Alice of Monmouth.” We regard 
the latter production as asuccess. If we were to 


make any remark upon it in the nature of criticism, | 
it would be that in the detail of battle-field adven- | 


tures there is, sometimes, as in the Color-Sergeant’s 
story of the skirmish, a minuteness of details which, 


by some, would be thought non-poetical.

We are inclined to think that the author of this 
book is more troubled with scribatiousness than 
gifted with saintliness. Had he lived in the days 
of Sidney Smith, he would have been a hopeful 
candidate for just such a scoring as the ecstatic 
Methodists received from that uncompromising be- 
liever in common sense. It would dignify with too 
learned and many-syllabled a word numerous con- 
ceits in this book, to pronounce them anthropo- 
morphic ; they are more shortly and simply to be 
denominated silly. Nothing deserves to be treated 
with more respect than the expression of a sound, 
healthy religious sentiment, but when faith is 
adulterated into pious twaddle, and the language 
of devotion ambitiously decks itself out in the frip- 
pery of rhetoric, taste, propriety, and feeling all 
receive a common shock at one blow. Camp-meet- 
ing eloquence may sound well enough when at- 
tended with the accompaniments of cataleptic con- 
verts and of redeemed ranters, but it is insufferable 
when printed, folded, stitched and bound, and we 
are asked, in cold blood, to pay our money for it, 
and, worse yet, to read it. The religious literature 
of England and America is too grand, and rich, and 
nourishing, for us to turn away from it to feed either 
on blossoms or husks. Vulgar rhapsody and cracked 
figures of speech are not atoned for even by pious 
intentions; balderdash is not excusable because it 
is evangelical, and sanctimonious fustian should be 
denounced no less than secular. 

Let us look, at random, through this volume, and 
see What impression it is likely to leave upon a 
thoughtful mind. Near the commencement of the 
work, the author suggests that the revolution of the 
sun may be “through space, round the outside of the 
wall of heaven, which is said to be great and high, 
and from the radianey of which the sun may de- 
rive his light, and thus be a merely reflecting body 
like the moon.” This may be so, or the author, 
on the other hand, may be talking pure nonsense. 
On the following page, the great and high wall of 
heaven, metamorphosed into a ship, gets afloat, and 
goes adrift,so that the writer is led to exclaim: 
““What if heaven, the vessel of immortality, has 
weighed anchor, and is also under sail as well as 
the earth?” He then has a relapse of reason, and 
wisely concludes that, “in this case, the difficulty 
of finding the situation is greatly increased.” We 
think so too. Itappears, however, to make but little 


| difference as to the locality of heaven, for it is sug- 
| gested that its inhabitants have “some space-annihi- 


lating invention,” analogous to the telegraph, by 


| which they move “much more quick than the ball 
| when just propelled from the cannon’s mouth.” Igno- 


rance of angelic projectiles prevents the author from 
expanding that subject, but he seems to be more at 


| home in illustrating the nature and topography of 
| the locality of heaven. He tells us, in one place, that 
| “Heaven is creation’s light-house,” and, in another, 


that “the heavenly city is not lighted with lamps 
at regular distances, burning along its streets.” 
The suggestion of a gas bill in heaven would, we 
suppose, be pronounced indecent; but it is not, in 
our judgment, a whit more so than a suggestion of 
the presence or absence of lamps burning at regular 
distances along its streets. The city above calls to 
mind cities below, and we are then told that “ Lon- 
don is a large and crowded city,” but that, in the 
number of its citizens, London “is no more to be 
compared to heaven” than are two or three things 
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which he names, to be compared to two or three 
other things which he names. Heaven, as a home, 
is thus illustrated: “A young man is about to be 
married,” and, very properly, has procured a house, 
or rooms, or lodgings of some description, to which 
“he is about toconduct his blushing bride as Adam 
conducted Eve to the nuptial bower.”’ That place 
which he is soon to enter, is everything to him, and 
he longs tobe there. Then follows the application : 
“Such is your position who are believers in Jesus.” 
Are the believers young men going to be married ? 
If so, what has become of the spinsters? There is 
a family in heaven, we are told, and a communion 
of saints exists among all the children, because 
“ attraction exists among all material bodies.” This 
reason is of the Muggletonian, rather than the 
Baconian order. In working out his notion of the 
family, the author must, of course, run it into the 
ground, or rather into the clouds. He gets up not 
only family parties, or soirées, but he presents us to 
different celebrities enjoying among themselves a 
quiet and secluded (ée-d-téte. The first couple 
introduced consists of Adam and Eve. He points 
them out to us as “yon venerable looking pair, 
at the very verge of the valley which stretches 
far away in its verdant beauty.” We are told that 
“they have been long in heaven,” but that they are 
“associated there not as husband and wife.” They 
are represented as speaking about the “ black act,” 
which, we presume, is not the act of 9 Geo. I., ¢. 
22, known to English lawyers by that name. Then 
they get to “talking about the cunning of the old 
serpent,” and then the author turns away from 
“these two venerable fountains” to another scene. 
Jacob and Rachel are represented, dressed in white 
clothes, with crowns on their heads, sitting in a 
“recess,” formed of flowers, and holding a chat to- 
gether, discoursing about “the leading events of 
their lives,” including their meeting at the well, 
and subsequent marriage, and Rachel, among other 
things, informs him how glad she was when the 
angels started off to bring him up to heaven, and 
“the cry was raised that Jacob was coming.” 
David and Jonathan also pair off for a talk, as do 
Mary Magdalen and Mary the mother of the Saviour, 
the latter pointing over to the throne yonder, where 
her Son is exalted. Then we have a picture of Paul 
and Onesimus “ engaged in conversation,” which is 
quite confidential in its manner, the former saying 
to the latter, “I often think, Onesimus, upon the 
act of God’s sovereignty, &c. &c.”” We have, also, 
a group composed‘of Mary, Martha, and Lazarus, 
who are entertaining each other with wutual inter- 
change of experiences. The author here feels a 
sort of blind consciousness that. he is vulgarizing 
his narrative, but says to the objector, if you charge 
me with representing the glorified as “enjoying too 
great a familiarity with each other,” I would like 
you to prove your objections! He sees an advan- 
tage in this familiarity, by reason of the informa- 
tion that might be acquired from certain persons : 
for instance, “from Noah, who built the first ship, 
and acted as the first sea-captain, how much might 
be learned on grand and mysterious events!” He 
can “ tell us what his feelings were when he came 
out of the ark.” The acquaintanceship in heaven 
is represented as extensive. So much so, that when 
the unfallen angels meet the fallen ones they will 
recognize them as old companions. As an instance 
of the more elaborate rhetoric of the author, sug- 
gested, perhaps, by the recollection of the first sea- 
captain, we read that “sin is a storm-wind that has 
shivered every one of the noble vessels of humanity 
that have been launched successively from the! 
dockyard of immortality by God himself ;’’ we will 
not quote the passage further, though it brings to- | 
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gether, in sublime confusion, tranquil seas, peace- 
ful havens, rolling billows, rugged rocks, foaming 
breakers, and the shore of eternity. As an instance 
showing that the writer pre-eminently belongs to 
that class who, with all their gross and sensuons 
notions, rush in where inspired men have hesitated 
to tread, we may refer to a passage in which he un- 
dertakes to fathom the emotions of the Father, of 
the Spirit, and of Angels, while the Crucifixion wag 
taking place at Calvary. After this, if our readers 
believe the book will instil a reverential and wise 
spirit of devotion, they are welcome to their opinion; 
for ourselves, we are persuaded that it will make 
the judicious grieve, and furnish another illustra. 
tion of the necessity of the warning not to turn 
sweet religion into a rhapsody of words. 


The Miracles of Christ, as attested by the Evangelists, 
By Alvah Hovey, D. D., Professor in the Newton 
Theological Institute. pp. 319. Boston: Graves 
& Young. 

We do not affect a minute acquaintance with the 
bibliography of the several departments of theo- 
logy, but, so far as our general reading upon such 
subjects extends, we doubt very much whether a 
more admirable manual, within a small compass, 
upon the subject of miracles, than the one above 
mentioned, is to be found in the English language. 
The style is sententious, but exactly to the point; 
there is no display of mere erudition ; and yet the 
introductory generalizations, and the subsequent 
detailed examinations, disclose a familiarity with 
the whole field of modern controversy and exegesis. 
The author is quite happy in the analysis of cir- 
cumstances, in the comparison of the Gospel nar- 
ratives, and in briefly, but most lucidly, stating, as 
he goes along, the naturalistic and mythical inter- 
pretations of the several miracles, and the answers 
thereto. The work is a most admirable one, in its 
clear style, and orderly arrangement; and the 
reader will find in it the condensed results of 
scholarship and thought, without any ostentation 
of learning or philosophy.

John Foster died in 1843, and this work appeared 
in England about six months since, twenty years, 
therefore, after the author’s death. Its composi- 
tion appears to have been commenced as far back 
as the year 1805, but was suspended, or abandoned, 
because the author’s relinquishment of the pastoral 
office through ill health, led him to seek employ- 
ment for his pen, chiefly upon the “ Eclectic Re- 
view,” which would be more immediately remu- 
nerative. The original manuscript consists, it is 
said, of about one hundred foolscap pages. It is 
now published without more than the omission of 
unfinished sentences, or occasional verbal altera- 
tions. It must be admitted that in brilliancy and 
nicety of finish it is not equal to the best of Fos- 
ter’s works, but he possessed one of those strong 
minds, which, under any circumstances, could not 
take other than a manly grasp of every subject to 
which it was directed. Accordingly, we find in the 
present work much that is suggestive and forcible. 
Nobody can read it without receiving profit and in- 
struction. Especially should our young men, who, 
with the prospect of long life before them, can best 
benefit themselves by the improvement of time, 
study the wise reflections, admonitions, and sug- 
gestions, upon this vital subject, of an author whom 
Sir James Mackintosh pronounced to be “one of the 
most profound and elegant writers that Eugland has 
produced.”

Styling this book “ The Headship of Christ ” may 
serve to convey the erroneous impression that it is 
a treatise upon one of the subjects included in dog- 
matic theology. It is, in reality, a series of papers 
of a controversial or polemical character, growing 
out of the famous dispute which, in 1843, termi- 
nated in the disruption of the Scotch Church, and 
in the establishment of the Free Church of Scot- 
land. The contents of the volume consist of two 
celebrated pamphlets by the author: “A Letter to 
Lord Brougham,” and “The Whiggism of the Old 
School,” together with numerous selections from 
articles published originally in the ‘ Witness” 
newspaper. In some respects, the keenness and 
power of Hugh Miller’s style of thought and expres- 
sion are better displayed here than in any of his 
other works, for the subject upon which he was en- 
gaged aroused his faith and patriotism, and the 
momentousness of the fierce controversy into the 
midst of which he dauntlessly threw himself, im-

Frauds, as in force in England and the United 
States, with an Appendix, containing the existing

What is known among lawyers as the Statute of 
Frauds is an Act of Parliament passed in the 29th 
year of the reign of Charles Il. It relates chiefly 
to the mode of creating and transferring estates in 
land to certain cases of actions upon contracts, to 
trusts in real estate, and to the buying and selling 
of goods, wares, and merchandise. There have 
been various opinions as to the policy which dic- 
tated the act, and the litigation to which it has 
led has been so great that it has been said that 
every line of the act has cost asubsidy. Neverthe- 
less, it still exists in full force in England, and 
many of its provisions have been, to a greater or 
less extent, reproduced in this country. It is ob- 
vious, therefore, that a treatise upon the different 
provisions of the act is indispensable to the legal 
practitioner. Mr. Browne has furnished such a 
treatise, and it is the leading one upon the subject. 
The first edition having been exhausted, we are 
now supplied with another containing revisions 
and additions. The writer’s style is perspicuous, 
his analysis of cases is conducted with excellent 
judgment and discrimination, and his statement of 
legal propositions is clear and pointed. His method 
of treatment seems to be preferable to that now 
coming too much into vogue, which relegates half 
the contents to the bottom of the page. Mr. 
Browne’s law is in the text, and his authorities are 
in the foot-notes. Each is in its proper place. In 
the appendix, which purports to show the partial 
re-enactments of the Statute in the different States, 
Mr. Browne is in error as regards the State of Penn- 
sylvania. He exhibits only the first, second, and 
third sections of the Statute as in force here; 


whereas, in the years 1855 and 1856, portions of the | 
fourth and seventh sections were enacted into laws. |

This book supplies a want which has long been 
felt by the graduates of the institution in question, 
as well as by a portion of the public at large. The 
thoroughness with which it has been prepared 
leaves nothing to be desired. The topographical, 
local, and pictorial illustrations, thirty-six in num- 
ber, are at the same time admirable specimens of 
art and illustrations of the text. The work is 
divided about equally into two parts, the first set- 
ting forth the early history and military importance 
of West Point during the American Revolution, the 
second detailing minutely the origin and progress 
of the United States Military Academy. As an 
addendum to the first part we have a fac-simile re- 
production of the “ Proceedings of a Board of Gene- 
ral Officers held by order of His Excellency General 
Washington respecting Major John André, adjutant 
general of the British Army; Philadelphia, printed 
by Francis Bailey in Market Street, MDCCLXXX.” 
The revolutionary history is told with great detail, 
and the circumstances that led to the early selec- 
tion of the post, and contributed to its importance, 
are narrated from contemporaneous records, orders, 
and correspondence. The second part, which relates 
to the military school, traces its growth from the 
resolutions contemplating its establishment, first 
offered in the Continental Congress down to the 
most recent legislation. An appendix of about 
eighty pages collects together all the important 
statistics of the institution, such as complete lists 
of superintendents, professors, teachers, &c., num- 
ber of graduates, list of cadets attached annually to 
the Army Register, together with an abstract of the 
Acts of Congress relating to the appointment of 
cadets and organization of the Academy. We are 
also furnished with sketches of the systems of mili- 
tary education pursued in Europe, at St. Cyr, in the 
Polytechnic School, and at Metz, Woolwich, Berlin, 
and elsewhere. The volume is got up in Mr, Van 
Nostrand’s best style, with sharp, clear, large type, 
and heavy toned paper. Few volumes of the same 
size have appeared during the year which surpass 
it in the excellence of artistic and mechanical exe- 
cution.

BIOGRAPHY. 

The History of Girolamo Savonarola and of his Times. 
By Pasquale Villari, Professor of History in the 
University of Pisa. Translated from the Italian 
by Leonard Horner, F.R.S., with the co-operation 
of the author. 2 vols. 12mo. pp. xi.—359-401. 
London: Longman & Co. 

This interesting work is one of the most valuable 
of the contributions made by recently-regenerated 
Italy to literature, and is an earnest of what that 
country may do under the quickening and inspiring 
influences of liberty. The author is a professor of 
History in the well-known University of Pisa, and 
the character of the work before us is sufficient to 
vindicate his title to a chair of history in any uni- 
versity in any part of the world. It is a very 
thorough piece of historical research, and the author 
seems to have neither omitted nor overlooked any 
source of information, whether in print or in mannu- 
script, which could throw light upon the subject of 


his investigations. And his ample materials are used 


with excellent judgment and good taste. We see 
that Prof. Villari is not merely a man of learning, but 
also of good sense, of a conscientious love of truth, of 
moderation of temper, and with a mind not darkened 
by prejudice or warped by bigotry. Perhaps he 
somewhat overstates the claims of his hero, but

in literary construction. His book is not only 
valuable, but extremely interesting. None of its 
merits are lost in the excellent translation of Mr. 
Horner. It is a work which, especially, should be 
read by all who have formed their views from Ros- 
coe’s over-valued “Life of Lorenzo de Medici.” 
But we are sorry to say that it has one substantial, 
or rather formal, defect: it wants an index—a want 
which seriously impairs its value. 

Having thus briefly and imperfectly done justice 
to the great excellence of this history, both for its 
thorough research and the literary skill of its strue- 
ture, it remains for us to state a little more fully 
the grounds on which we commend the work as 
being at once interesting and valuable. And, first, 
we find a strong and pervading element of interest 
in the character of Savonarola himself, in many 
respects the most remarkable man of his time in 
the region where he lived, and a memorable and 
conspicuous figure in the great line of the past. He 
was of that class of men of whom Calvin and Knox 
stand as prototypes and representatives. Great 
intellectual resources were in him combined with an 
iron will, and an indomitable strength of character, 
and all fused in the glow of a fervid Southern 
temperament. His eloquence was at once mascu- 
line and impassioned, and thus its power was felt 
alike by all, men and women, young and old, the 
hard and the impressible, worldlings and devotees.

*,* This work is not a bald biographical account of an individual, but chiefly consists of a series of sprightly 
and charming LeTtrTers, written in various parts of Europe and the United States, and graphically describing 
notable events, national characteristics, and distinguished statesmen and literary men, whose names are “familiar 
in our mouths as household words’’—the whole extending over a period of more than Sixty YEArs, and including 
the times of the First Napoleon, the times of Jefferson, and Madison, and Aaron Burr ;—associations and corre- 
spondence with Scott, Lockhart, Moore, Rogers, Leslie, James, Dickens, and a host of others in England, France, 
and Spain: while the literary and political incidents and characteristics of the whole of the present century, at 
home and abroad, are recalled by the vivid biographical touches of these familiar letters. The genial humor, and 
the magnetic characteristics of the writer are especially drawn out in the domestic and family letters, which form 
a large part of the volumes.
